HAVANA, March 13. — The Cuban 
Minister at Vashington, after acting

NEW STAR DISCOVERED. 


Prof. Errebo of Norway Reports It— 
Verified.at Harvard.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 13.—Prof. 
Errebo of the astronomical observatory at 
Dombaas, Norway, has given the heay- 
ens a pew star. His discovery was an- 
nounced to-day in a cablegram from Prof. 
Kobold of the observatory at Kiel,. Ger- 
many, to Prof. Edward C. Pickering, 
director of the Harvard observatory. On 
the receipt of the news the photographing 
force here went over the negatives of the 
skies made last week and came upon two 
plates taken last. Monday which con- 
firmed the finding of Prof: Brrebo. 

The plates show the star to be of the 
fifth magnitude, while its discoverer 
found {t only of the fourth magnitude. 
The position of the ‘star for 1855. is 
R. A. 6 hours 45:5 minutes, and its dec- 
lineation 82 degrees 17 minutes. This po- 
sition, places. it in the ‘constellation 
Gemini, and it.is about one degree and 
fifty-one minutes south of the: Theta 
Geminorum, In the last twenty years 
about fifteen new stars Haye been seen.

The Operators’ Ultimatum. 


The operators’ ultimatum is largely a 
defense of the existing agreement and 
of the work of the commission appointed 
by President Roosevelt in 1902.

After a.talk with Errico, Allen wired a 
tip to Headquarters here which enabied 
the police to arrest Devine and his woman 
companion at § West 102d Street early 
yesterday mortting.. When Detectives 
Morrel, Birmingham, and L’Hereaux of 
the West 100th Street Station went to the 
house to make the arrest, they found the \ 
door barricaded st them. Devine 
and the woman ref to open the door, 
and the three detectives proceeded to kick 
it in. They. heard the’ woman shout to 
her companion, *‘ Get the irons,”’ and the 
next minute a shot pierced the dodr close 
to Morrel’s ear. 
The detectives dropped to the floor in 
time to escape three other shots that 
went over thelr heads. Then they 
quickly put their combined weight against 
the door and broke it in. They found 
Devine and the woman with revolvers in 
their hands, they say, and disarmed them. 
When arrested Devine gave the name of 
Joseph Elliot, and said he was a spec- 
ulator. His companion said she was May 
Smith, 22 years old,'a manicurist. When 
the prisoners were brought to Head- 
quarters Commissioner Dougherty réc- 
oghized Devine as an old offender who 
had once boasted to the Commissioner 
that he would. never be caught in a 
forgery transaction.

New Health Officer Wants to 
crease Guard Against Disease. 


ALBANY, March 13.—Calling attention 
to the fact that increased immigration

CO-OPERATIVE BUYING PLAN 


Reports Show Per Cent. of Increase in 
Food Cost Is Almost Double Per 
Cent. of Wage Increase.

~ WASHINGTON, March 18.—The Presi- 

dent to-day,: in a_ special message | 

transmitted the first install- 
ment of the information collected by the 
Department of State in regard to co- 
operation and the cost of living in va- 
rious European countries. The depar? 
ment, by direction of the President, fh- 
structed the Consular officers to make 
the Investigation. The results of the in- 
quiry are summed up in a letter from’ 
Acting Secretary of State’ Huntington, ° 
Wilson, which is submitted with the 
Consular reports and with a summary 
of their contents. 

The President in his message says that 
the popular demand fer information of 
this character apparently was. based on 
the belief that some remedy might he 
found for the high ‘cost of living. The 
immediate result of the inquiries insti- 
tuted by the Department of State through 
the Consular officers was to accentuate 
the fact that the increase in the prices 
of the common necessitiés -of life is 
worldwide, and that itis an absorbing 
question with the co-operative associa- 
tions. 

The President also calls attention to 
his message of Feb. 2, in. which he rec- 
ommended an international commission 
to look into the cause for the high prices 
of the, necessities of life and the possible 
remedies. Should such a commission: be 
authorized by Congress, he says, the 
relation of the co-operative societies to 
this‘subject would be of great interest. 


Wages and Food Prices. 


The Consul General at London for- 
warded a table prepared by the co-oper- 
ative wholesale societies which exhibited 
the increased cost of certain articles in 
the United Kingdom since 1898. From a 
summary of rates of wages it was de- 
veloped that the percentage of increase 
in certain trades from 1896 to 1910 was 
11.1 and in food prices 19.5. The wages 
ef railway employes during this period 
had increased only 7.3 per cent. 

The Consul. at Southampton reported 
that during the last five years there 
had been an advance of 20 per cent. in 
the purchase price of fresh beef, mutton, 
bacon, hants, butter, eggs, fruits, tea, 
dried fruits, sugar, coffee, fuel, tin goods, 
women’s apparel, footwear, clothing, cot- 
ton goods; bedding, furniture,,and un- 
derwear. 

A series of figures relating to general 
groceries compiled by the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society of Manchester gave an 
instructive exampie of what the rise in 
the cost of provisions meant to an or- 
dinary family, Taking the table as a 
whole, it appeared that as compared with 
1898 the increased cost of vine in 1910 
was ‘18.36 per cent.

REPORT OF THE ROYAL VIVISEC- 
TION COMMISSION. 

British Royal Commissions are thor- 
ough in their work. No evidence sub- 
mitted by the agitators of the anti- 
vivisection movement in.Great Britain 
has been neglected in the report, sub- 
mitted this week, of the commission 
appointed six years ago to determine 
whether medical experiments on ani- 
mals are immoral, unjustifiable, and 
should be prohibited. The report is 
overwhelmingly against this charge 
and in favor of the doctors. 

It will not end the agitation: No 
reasoning, however sound and moder- 
ate and based upon proved facts, can 
end it. This royal commission was 
preceded by one appointed in 1875 by 
Queen VicTorra to investigate the 
medical Jaboratories of Great Britain. 
That commission took elaborate testi- 
mony and found no material abuse, 
Its report was immediately followed 
by the passage of ‘a restrictive law, 
and by a more violent and fanatical 
agitation, Preceding the report this 
week by the second commission, the 
fully published testimony, which, as 
the verdict of the Commissiéners 
shows, was overwhelmingly in favor 
of the experimenters, supplied the dis- 
honest and untruthful leaders of the 
movement and their dupes with more 
material for misrepresentation. If the 
doctors of England would distinguish 
themselves in medical research they 
must become exiles and pursue their 
studies on the Continent, 

This agitation is in consequence of 
no known abuse, but is due to a pe- 
culiar psychology, which is immitiga- 
bly cruel and insensible to the suffer- 
ings of human beings. Profiting by 
the British experience, doctors in the 
United States have thus far success- 
fully beaded off the unreasonable de- 
mands for an “ investigation.”

On the other 
hand, when the railways are’ man- 
eging their traffic with reference to 
this settled demand for: accommoda- 
tion, and when their cars are not 
filled, there is a certain amount of 
travel which can be induced by such 
reductions of fare, by excursion rates 
and. round-trip tickets, as shall not 
reduce their reasonable charges. The 
effect of the statutory reduction was 
to reduce the quantity of such excep- 
tional bargain rates which the com- 
panies could afford to grant. Railway 
Yates being all bargain rates by force 
of Jaw, there is no margin for cutting 


still lower. In effect the railways nec- | 


essarily maintained their income, and 
the béneficiaries of the statutes have 
been disappointed. But the statutes 
remain, except so far as some courts 
have annulled them as confiscatory. 
At least no case has been reported of 
legislators rising and sayihg that their 
expectations have been disappointed, 
and that, therefore, they repealed the 
statutes which they passed with more 
regard to their personal popularity 
than to the real interests of railways 
or railway passengers. These reflec- 
tions are especially timely in view of 
recent statements that the usual re- 
ductions accorded to Summer tourists, 
and to politicians in the convention 
season, are not to be accorded: this 
year. It is due to the railways that 
the réason should be known. If any- 
body wants cheap travel he must seek 
ft in.Cannda, where railways are regu- 
lated on other theories. 


IMPROVING THE FOREIGN SERVICE. 

Mr. Suiz@r, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee.on Foreign Affairs in the House, 
is pressing his bill for the improvement 
of the Foreign Service, to which we 
have already referred. It commands 
the support, not only of the State and 
Treasury Departments, but of the chief 
commercial organizations throughout 
the country, which have been contend- 
ing for the principle of the bill for 
many years. 

The principle is a perfectly simple 
one. It is that appointments and pro- 
motions in the Diplomatic and Consular 
Service should be made from those who 
have undergone an adequate test of 
fitness and who after appointment 
have made a satisfactory record of 
work actually done. This principle has 
been applied, with remarkable results, 
by the authority of the President, un- 
der the direction of the Secretary of 
State through Hxecutive orders. The 
purpose of the bill is to give legal force 
and effect to this system. If the bill 
becomes law, and it should undoubtedly, 
the consideration of political affilia- 
tions would be forbidden, the examina- 
tions. would be.legally established, ef- 
ficiency would be made the only basis 
for promotion, a record of efficiency 
for each official would be Kept, the 
special efficiency of Secretaries, Con- 
sular officers, and departmental offi- 
cers would be called to the attention of 
the President whenever appointments, 
promotions, and transfers were sub- 
mitted to him. In short, it would be 
easier to run the service on business 
principles and with business methods, 
and the interference of politics would 
be greatly lessened. It is needless to 
say that the bill does not in the least 
change the requirement that appoint- 

shall receive the concurrence of 
the Senate. Tlie operation of the pill 
would be wholly advantageous to the 
service and we trust that it will be 
promptly passed.

That is unconvincing; vem as regards 
the fathers, brothers, and husbands who 
do favor “the cause,’’: and men, when 
they deem it necessary to ‘strike, do not 
refrain therefrom because by so. doing 
they bring no small part of the strike’s 
unpleasant copsequences. upon. their 
mothers, sisters, and. wives. The latter, 
in spite of resulting personal hardships, 
almost invariably approve and aid the 
strike because it also brings loss and 
therefore coercion upon those by whom 
the particular “cause” that happens to 
be receiving attention is mot favored. 

What. probably prevents a strike of 
women, as such, is that so few women are 
economically independent—that in so 
many cases withdrawal from the estab- 
lished. social) and industrial relations 
would instantly cut off the’ source of 
supplies and with it. the elementary 
necessities ‘of life. Even. the working 
woman almost always has a man for an 
employer, and it is against him, among 
others,.that she would have to strike, not 
to. make him do something, but to make 
him make other men do something. 

Still, the strike idea is worth constder- 
ing. It would be a desperate expedient, 
but more likely than any yet tried to be 
promptly effective.

Co-operation. mined to reduce the 
high cost of living for themselves by a 
system of co-operative buying, applied 
to food, clothing, and other necessities. 
That is a good “idea It has been tried 
thousands of times in one form or an- 
other. Sometimes, perhaps usually; it has 
ended in failure, more or less disastrous, 
but there is nothing intrinsically wrong 
with the plan, and in not a few cases it 
has succeeded either fairly well or brill- 
iantly. 

Whether the postal clerks succeed or 
fail depends upon the wisdom with which 
they carry out their scheme, upon the 
efficiency and honesty of the agents they 
select to do the work of ‘buying and dis- 
tributing—for they must not expect to 
eliminate the “ middleman" entirely—and 
upon their willingness to go without many 
of the conveniences that justify, or at 
least explain, the non-co-operative method 
of doing business. ; 

Some will consider it ominous that the 
postal clerks are going to give each stock- 
holder in -their organization one vote 
in the management of its affairs, regard- 
less of whether his holding of stock, that 
is his investment, is large or small,~'That 
is- democratic, and therefore admirable, 
but soméhow it isn’t “ business,” © Still 
worse—for not to be “ business” is not 
necessarily to deserve condemnation, 
though it undoubtedly is to be put on the 
defensive—still worse, it ia to ignore or 
contradict the lessons of long experience 
in the management of corporations. 

Anyhow, the clerks are doing some- 
thing for thémselves, instead of eppeal- 
ing to a Legislature for help, and that’s 
to their credit.

Supreme Court in the case of Sidney et 
al. against the A.B, Dick Company, ‘in 
which a plurality of Judges held that a 
patentee is legally. entitled to enforce 
@. contract requiring that a user of his 
patented machine shall purchase all sup- 
plies for the machine from the patentee 
or his nominee. In the. case in question 
the user of a patented mimeograph under 
such @ contract with the patentee, was re-~ 
quired to use the ink, paper and other 
supplies provided by the patentee, and 
not patented by ‘him, to the exclusion of 
the Ink, paper, and supplies of any other 
manufacturer, But ‘the decision goes 
further than this, and gives the patentee 


legal authority to sue a manufacturer |’ 


supplying the ink, &c., to the user, on 
the ground that the act of selling these 
goods, which may, have been upon the 
market: for years, is a Crerreoreey in- 
fringement. 

While, in effect, the Supreme Court 
by this decision has merely confirmed 
the rulings of the lower courts, . the 
principle now established is one of *far- 
reaching consequences so far as manu- 
facturers of staple articles of commerce 
throughout this. country are concerned, 
as the salé of a product which has been 
upon the market for years may. well be 
construed as.an act of infringement, 
under this statement of the law, should 
the product be used in connection with 
a patented machine, 

Although this question has been before 
those more diréctly interested for quite 
@ number’ of years, little attention has 
been directed to the condition of affairs 
in other countries where patent monopo- 
lies’ .exist.. It is true that’ reference 
was made by Judge Putnam in connection 
with an indictment against ‘the. United 
Shoe Machinery Company,.to a case 
where the Judicial Committee of the 
British Privy Council had upheld a con- 
tract which required the users ‘of a 
Patented shoe machine to use fastenings 
and other devices not covered by the 
patent, but it is not reported that the 
learned Judge referred to the British 
Patents act which came into effect . 
1907,. Section 38, Sub-Section 1 of whic 
Treads as follows: 


It ‘shall-not be lawful in any contract 
made after the passing of this act dn rela- 
tion to the gale or lease of or Neense to use 
or work any article or process protected by a 
patent to insert a. condition; the effect of 
which will be 

(a) To prohibit or restrict the purchaser, 
lessee, or licenseé from using any article or 
class of articles, whether patented or not, 
or any patented process, supplied or owned 
by any person other thah the seller, lessor, 
or licénsor or his nominees; or, 

(b) To’ require the purchaser, lesses,«: or 
licensee: to acquire fromthe seller, lessor, 
or licensor, or his nominees, any article or 


class of articles not protected by the 
patent. 

And any such condition shall be null and 
void, as beiig in restraint of trade and con- 
trary to public policy. 

Provided that this sub-section shall not 
apply if (i) the seller, lessor; or licensor 
Proves that at the time the contract was 
entered into the purchaser, lessee, or licensee 
had the option of purchasing the article or 
obtaining a lease or license on reasonable 
terms, without such conditions ag aforesaid.

. THE PEOPLE'S RULE. 


Everett P. Wheeler /heeler Finds It .Good, 
but Not Mr. Roosevelt’s. 
T» the Editor of T'he New York Times: 

Mr. Roosevelt asks—"Do you believe in 
the rule of the. People?” * I reply—Yes. 
The American Pedple has a good record. 
In 1788 it decided: that the People of the 
United States should be sovereign—but 
@ sovereign .with powers so limited by a 
written_-constitution that, the rights of 
the minority should be. protected. In 
every State this example has heen follow- 
ed. This People must rule and rule upon 
these’ lines’ of justice wiiich itself has 
prescribed in its:self-made Constitution. 

In 1894, for example, in New York the 
People of that State decided that it 
would amend its Constitution by the 
action .of two successive legislatures and 
the approval of.a popular vote at the 
next general election. It thus provided 
@ way in which 4° construction put by 
courts upon thig Constitution could .be 
changed im an orderly and well consider- 
ed way. 

But when Mr. Roosevelt declares as he 
did at Columbus—“No ordinary amend- 
ment of the Constitution would meet. this 
type of. case. and intolerable delay and 
injustice would be caused by the effort 
to get such amendment” and proposes 
to give instead of this well considered 
method ‘which the ‘people adopted in 
existing Constitutions an untried mode of 
direct appeal from the. décision of the 
judgés elected by the People to a vote 
at a_popular election—it seems to me itlot 
is he that distrusts the people.

For 
example, the Fire Marshals attempt to 
estimate losses in the different boroughs, 
but their work In this direction is not of- 
ficial and the figures are taken in slov- 
enly fashion as._a rule. However, we 
have a general knowledge of the condi- 

ons. 

“For -example, the peebenie net loss 
on underwriting. sustained by all com- 
panies which are members of this Ex- 
change fer last year’ is about $1,000,000. 
The total net income was $24,000, 
making the l0ss more than 4 per cent. 
on the volume‘ of premiums. In fact, the 
business throughout the ate will show 
a loss—not so — as that in the city 
however. The loss on underwriting will 
probably -be about -1 per cent. for the 
entire tate. ‘ 

e great trouble with those who are 
not acqualtitel with ‘insurance problems 
is that itis’ difficult for them to under- 
stand why the cost of doing business is 
so great. It amounts to fully 40 per cent. 
of the total premium receipts in some in- 
stances and is never less than 35 per 
cent. It seems to be a great extrava- 
gance and experts have tried for years to 
Teduce the expense. It now.seems to be 
an. accepted fact, however, that business 
can not be done at ‘a smaller. percentage 
of expente. About’ 50 per cent. of this 
expense. represents .agents’ commissions. 
Fire insurance is essentially a retail pusi- 
ness—that is each -policy- has- to be ob- 
tained and written separately. It is a 
difficult matter to sell insurance ond 
agents*earn every cent they are paid.’’ 

Gedrge W. Babb, manager of the North- 
ern Insurance Company of London, at 5S 
John Street, laughed at the-tales of enor- 
mous porfits from underwriting. ~ Mr. 
Babb is one of the foremost insurance 
experts in the United States and is Presi- 
dent of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters with. headquarters at 135 Wil- 
liam Street. 

“Tf the profits were from 40 to 50 per 
cent,” he said, ’“‘there would be more in- 
surance companies than there are banks 
in the United States.” 

Mr. Babb referred the reporter to Secre- 
tary Mallalieu of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters for statistics showing 
the margin of gross profits on underwrit- 
ae by all of the companies in the United 

tes. 

From 1860 to 1910, inclusive, the tables 
show that the total amount of fire risks 
written by all tS the companies amounted 
to $440,230,683,379.. The fire premiums re- 
ceived during that period total $3,685,613,- 
417, while t os fire losses paid amounted 
to $2,086 889. shows a. gross 
profit of 43. per cent. between the total 
amount of premiums paid and losses set- 
tied. An approximate cost of doing busi- 
ness of from 35 to 40 per cent. must be 
taken into. consideration, © accordi to 
these practical men, reducing profi it 
will be.seen, to a trifle. 


Business in All the Country. 


In 1910 the amount of fire risks written 
by the 188 companies doing business in 
this country amounted to $25,883,363,052. 
Premiums received amounted to $200,737,- 
127, and fire losses paid to $100,008,254. 
The ratio of losses.to premiums was, 
therefore, 49.82 per cent. In New York 
State” the ateount of fire Yisks written 
by the firty-six-companies doing business 
in 1910 amounted to $10,297,948,.375. - Pre- 
miums received were .063,663, and fire 
lossés pald amount to $35,208,528, 
ratio of losses to premiome of 48.19.

EMBROIDERERS” STRIKE. 


Lockout In Hudson County, N. J., 
Declared “Senseless” by Manu- 
facturer. 


. The lockout declared by the Embroidery 
Manufacturers’. Association against the 
striking members of the Schiffli-stitchers’ 
Union in Hudson County, New Jersey; 
two weeks ago is still in force, and opera- 
tions. are said to be at a standstill in the 
affected shops. The members of the 
association remain. firm in- their refusal 
té..recognize the demands of the union. 
Discussing the. situation yesterday, a 
prominent manufacturer said: 

“The present etrike.is the most sense- 
less thing I have ever seen. * The “men 
are the highest paid workmen-in the coun- 
try, considering the skill required to do 
the’ work, and théy have work fifty-two 
weeks in the year. The shops in. which 
they work are in the majority of cases 
only one story high, and light, air, and 
Sanitation are all that could be desired. 
It is my belict that the real leader of the 
strike is not a union man nor a man who

The wages are mond: the 
work is not laborious, and the conditions 
are excellent.

ADMITS SELFISH INTEREST 


Declares That Pennsylvania Was 
Obliged to Buy Steel Plants 
to Protect itself. 


WASHINGTON, March 13. — Joseph 
Wood, Vice President of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, told the Stanley Steel Trust In- 
vestigating Committee of the House to- 
day, that, in his opinion, it would be 
better for the public if. industrial cor- 
Porations, such as the United States Steel 
Corporation, did not control ‘railroads 
which participated in division of freight 
rates. 

ay er should take the point of view,” said 

- Wood, in answering a question from 
ar. Stanley, “that a railroad ‘operated 
ostensibly €s a plant facility by an in- 
dustrial corporation should be confined 
to the business of “that plant and not 
participate in general railroad business 
&S & common carrier.” 

Mr. Wodd told the committee that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had received com- 
plaints from independent steel manu- 
facturers that the United ‘States Steel 
Corporation had an: unfair advantage in 
shipping because of its ownership of 
railroads, and also declared that the 


Pennsylvania had acquired control of the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company and the 
Cambria Steel Company to offset the 
intluence of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and. to ae ag! itself and the 
Price of steel product 

“What exceptions.” asked Representa- 
tive Gardner of Massachusetts, ‘‘ would 
you make to industrial enterprises owning 
railroads? ”’ 

“TI ‘don’t think I would make any,” 
said Mr. Wood. 

“Well, what is your objection, for in- 
stance, ‘to the United States Steel Cor- 
poration owning railroads from the stand- 
point of the ty interest? '' Representa- 
tive Young ask 

oy Well, as a railroad man and as a cit!- 
zen,’ ’ Mr. Wood replied, “‘ such ownership 
seems to give the United States Steel Cor-

IRON TRADE MORE HOPEFUL 


' SS 
But Steel Prices Are Still Low—Coal 
Miners’ Demande Refused ‘Here; 
- Further Conferences Abroad. 


Prices dropped off toward the. close of 
the market yesterday after another for- 
ward movement pretty general-in its ex- 
tent and accompanied ,by some increase 
in the volume of trading. The experience 
of some of the commission houses sug- 
gests a further increase in the interest 
which others than the purely professional 
traders have been taking in the market. 
Although some of yesterday's move- 
ments were clearly attributable to the 
operations of those who watch the hourly 
movement of prices from their place of 
vantage on the floor of the Stock Ex- 
change, thefe were evidences in other 
parts of.the list of a somewhat greater 
interest In the market than that sug- 
gested in trading operations fn the strict 
sense of that phrase. 

The decline on which the.market closed 
followed the publication of the formal 
refusal ‘of the anthracite operators’ com- 
mittee to concede the demands of the 
miners, which was coupled with the 
recommendation to.the men that all thelr 
demands be withdrawn. This can hardly 
bé assigned, however, as the reason for 
the reaction, which rather finds its ex- 
planation in the present apparent. ten- 
dency of the market tO move much 
neither one way .nor the other until some 
fresh impetus is given to the course of 
trading. The definite refusal of the 
miners’ demands lays the foundation, of 
course, for a possible breach between 
the men and the operators, but-the stand 
which the latter have taken was clearly 
foreshadowed at last week’s conference, 
at which a committee was instructed to 
draw up a reply refusing the wage in- 
crease and other demands presented in 
behalf of the miners. It is still too early 
to look upon the peremptory demands of 
the, men andthe refusal of the opera- 
tors to grant these demands as contain- 
ing the elements of finality in this sit- 
uation. Further conferences will be had, 
and it may yet be found that a breach 
can be avoided. It is interesting and 
fortunate that on the very day when the 
lines were sharply drawn in our own coal 
trade situation the way seemed to be 
opening in England for an adjustment of 
the coal strike there. The plan which 
the cables announced of holding district 
conferences ‘between the British miners 
and their employers was regarded as the 
beginning of the end of a strike which, 
though it has lasted thus far but for 
two weeks, has already brought much 
loss and discomfort in its wake. 

Annual reports were submitted yester- 
day by several industrial and other cor- 
porations, including the American Sugar 
Refining Company, the American Tobac- 
co Company, the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and 
Iron Company, and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. All of these con- 


‘| tained features of interest because of the 


special conditions surrounding these com- 
panies the past year. The satisfactory 
showing made in the American Sugar 
report was reflected in a 3 point net ad- 
vance in the price of that company’s 
common stock. The report is fuller than 
any previously issued and marks a very 
long step forward from the days when, 
under a previous management, the com- 
pany’s shareholders who sought informa- 
tion regarding its affairs were treated 
as troublesome meddlers, for such they 
were regarded by those responsible for 
the old policy of the company, now hap- 
pily supplanted by methods- fairer to 
stockholders and more in keeping with 
the aroused sense of the trusteeship 
which rests on the shoulders of those 
intrusted with the management of the 
affairs of great corporations. 

The adverse effect upon sentiment in 
the steel trade of the low prices which 
still prevail for steel products is pointed 
to in The Iron Age’s review of the week 
as modifying the feeling of satisfaction 
over the stimulus given the market by 
the buying of pig iron by the steel com- 
panies, which was the noteworthy feat- 
ure of last week's summary of the trade 


position. A more unreservedly hopeful | Co 
note is struck in the summary of the Mis 


situation presented In The Iroh Trade 
Review, which says that optimism pre- 
vails In the steel trade and that there 
is e general -feeling that the country is 
getting ready to do business on a large 
scale without much regard for the action 
of politicians.
